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FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  MEETING 

OF 

THE   PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF 

CHICAGO 


The  fiftieth  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  was  held  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Hospital  on  Wednesday,  January  18,  1933,  at  12:15  P.  M., 
with  about  forty  members  and  guests  present.    Luncheon  was  served. 

Mr.  Alfred  T.  Carton,  President  of  the  Hospital,  presided,  and  Mr.  Fred 
S.  Booth,  Assistant  Secretary,  recorded.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Rev- 
erend Edward  N.  Ware,  Chaplain  of  the  Hospital. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  held 
January  20,  1932,  printed  in  the  year  book,  be  approved  without  reading. 

On  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  and  motion  made  and  seconded, 
it  was  unanimously  RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  cast  a 
unanimous  ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Society  present  for  the  election  of 
Messrs.  William  A.  Douglass,  Charles  B.  Goodspeed,  Fred  A.  Poor,  Theodore 
A.  Shaw  and  John  P.  Welling  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the 
Class  of  1936  to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  until  election  of  their 
successors. 

Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  spoke  briefly  of  the 
difficulties  encountered  in  the  management  of  the  Hospital  throughout  the 
trying  year  of  1932,  stating  that  the  average  occupancy  had  decreased  57  to  per 
cent.  Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan,  Superintendent  of  nurses  and  Director  of  the 
School  of  Nursing,  in  reporting  to  the  Society,  referred  particularly  to  the  efforts 
to  maintain  standards  of  nursing  in  the  Hospital  and  education  in  the  school. 

Dr.  Ernest  E.  Irons,  Dean  of  Rush  Medical  College  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  spoke  of  the  value  of  the  Hospital  as  a  teaching  affiliate  of  the 
Medical  School. 

There  was  presented  the  report  of  Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  Treasurer,  of 
Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  the  year  1932,  and  the  report  of  audit  for 
the  year  by  Messrs.  Arthur  Young  and  Company,  Certified  Public  Account- 
ants, showing  a  deficit  of  $214.12,  after  deducting  $168,728.40  for  charity  and 
educational  work.  This  very  creditable  showing  was  possible  only  because  of 
drastic  economies  that  were  put  into  effect  during  the  year  while  maintaining 
efficient  service  rendered  the  sick.  The  statement  and  report  of  audit  were 
received  and  approved  and  the  Superintendent  and  his  entire  staff  were  given 
a  vote  of  appreciation  for  their  efforts  and  the  results  accomplished. 

The  President  read  his  report  which  is  printed  separately  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

Mrs.  David  W.  Graham,  Honorarv  President  of  the  Woman's  Board, 
reported  that  the  Opera  La  Tosca  would  be  given  in  the  Auditorium  Theatre 
on  February  22  and  24  and  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  all  tickets  sold  through 
the  Hospital  or  Woman's  Board  would  accrue  to  the  Hospital. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT    OF    THE    PRESIDENT 

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOCIETY: 

The  task  of  the  management  of  your  hospital  during  the  past  year  falls 
under  three  related  headings.  First,  to  keep  expenses  within  the  limits  of 
income.  Second,  to  maintain  standards  in  caring  for  patients.  Third,  to  pro- 
vide care  for  the  needy  and  clinical  opportunity  for  the  students  in  Rush  Med- 
ical College  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 

The  first  of  these  tasks  was  substantially  accomplished.  The  annual 
report  of  audit  by  Messrs.  Arthur  Young  &  Co.,  certified  public  accountants, 
shows  a  net  deficit  for  the  year  of  $214.12.  The  auditors  are,  however,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  reserve  for  uncollectible  accounts  is  inadequate  under  pres- 
ent conditions,  and  it  is  proposed  to  increase  this  reserve  month  by  month  dur- 
ing 1933.  It  has  been  our  policy  to  supplement  the  reserve  by  charging  uncol- 
lectible accounts  to  profit  and  loss  account,  and  $7,573.33  of  such  accounts  was 
charged  against  the  operation  of  the  hospital  during  1932. 

The  following  comparative  table  shows  how  income  suffered  during  1932: 

1932  1931 

Gross  income  from  patients $749,158.93         $969,881.55 

Income  from  endowment 167,969.25  194,223.20 

Income   from  donations 21,453.30  27,187.16 

Other    income 4,483.82  6,476.73 

These  figures  indicate  that  our  loss  in  income  from  patients  (or  gross  business), 
and  our  loss  in  income  from  all  sources,  were  in  each  case  over  20%.  It  is 
believed  that  these  losses,  as  well  as  the  loss  of  less  than  14%  in  income  from 
endowment,  will  compare  favorably  with  the  results  of  similar  institutions. 
The  occupancy  of  56.4%  of  capacity  for  private  rooms  and  57.7%  for  ward 
beds  is  probably  far  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  hospital. 

It  is  believed  that  standards  in  caring  for  patients  have  been  maintained. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  the  third  task  of  providing  care  for  the  needy 
and  clinical  opportunity  for  the  students,  our  program  was  necessarily  cur- 
tailed in  performing  the  other  two  tasks  of  living  within  our  means  and  main- 
taining our  standards.  The  net  amount  of  free  work  for  the  year  was  $168,- 
728.40  as  against  $198,116.54  in  1931.  We  were  obliged  to  reduce  the  number 
of  beds  available  to  the  medical  staff  for  the  teaching  of  their  students,  but 
every  effort  was  made  to  assist  in  this  work  through  selection  of  patients, 
without  denying  care  in  any  real  emergency.  Twenty-five  beds  have  been 
allotted  to  the  Emergency  Welfare  Fund  of  Cook  County,  Inc.,  at  $3.75  per 
patient  day,  which,  owing  to  the  special  care  that  any  patient  may  require,  is 
less  than  cost. 

That  these  tasks  were  performed  reflects  the  greatest  credit  not  only  upon 
the  superintendent,  the  director  of  nursing,  and  their  executive  assistants,  but 
also  upon  the  doctors,  nurses  and  internes  and  all  employes  of  the  hospital. 
The  results  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  cooperation  of  all 
those  who  in  this  hospital  devote  their  lives  to  service  for  others.  There  has 
been  increased  service,  with  substantial  reductions  in  remuneration  for  those 
who  look  to  the  hospital  for  their  livelihood.

Several  large  bequests,  not  yet  received,  were  reported  during  the  year,  but  it 
is  evident  that  the  burden  of  taxes  and  special  relief  are  preventing  our  endow- 
ment fund  from  increasing  as  in  prosperous  periods.  The  hope  may  be 
expressed  that  these  burdens  will  not  dry  up  the  wells  of  private  charity  for 
our  time. 

John  W.  Scott,  who  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  1914 
and  Vice-President  of  the  hospital  in  1926,  died  May  6,  1932.  His  great 
executive  ability  was  combined  with  a  sincere  interest  in  the  care  of  the  sick. 
The  hospital  in  his  death  has  lost  an  able  leader  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
a  friend  endeared  to  them  by  his  sweet  and  winsome  personality. 

The  hospital  also  lost  by  death  during  the  year  Dr.  Frank  Billings,  a 
physician  distinguished  throughout  the  United  States  by  his  public  services  and 
beloved  by  his  patients.  Dr.  Billings  had  been  a  member  of  the  medical  staff 
of  the  hospital  for  a  generation.  The  value  of  the  inspiration  of  his  leadership 
on  the  staff  and  in  the  building  of  the  hospital  has  been  inestimable. 

The  Board  of  Managers  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  of  the 
Woman's  Board  and  their  generous  gifts  of  supplies  and  money.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Centenary  Fund  contributors  for  continued  support.

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THE  THIRTIETH  (30th)  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
School  of  Nursing 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

During  the  year  1932  there  has  been  on  the  nursing  staff  of  the  institu- 
tion an  average  of  61  graduates  and  175  student  nurses  of  whom  50  graduate 
nurses  and  104  students  were  assigned  to  duty  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
22  of  the  graduates  giving  bedside  service  to  the  patients,  9  of  them  between 
7  a.m.  and  11  p.m.  and  13  from  11  o'clock  at  night  until  seven  in  the  morning. 

The  operating  rooms  absorbed  8  graduates  and  13  students  daily,  to  carry 
the  11,102  operations  of  the  year. 

The  North  nurse  gave  235  days  service  to  222  patients;  The  Gladys  Foster 
nurse  254  nights  service  to  223  patients;  The  Ernest  A.  Hamill  nurse  241 
days  to  219  patients,  and  never  before  has  the  inestimable  value  of  these  nurses 
been  so  fully  realized. 

There  were  on  duty  an  average  of  47  graduate  special  duty  nurses  accom- 
plishing 17,199  days  or  nights  nursing  of  individual  patients. 

During  the  year  69  students  entered  the  School,  33  in  the  spring  and  36 
in  the  fall:  36  dropped  out  and  58  were  granted  diplomas.  We  regret  to  report 
the  death  on  December  8th,  after  a  few  days  illness,  of  May  Elizabeth  Eickel- 
berg,  a  promising  student  in  her  second  year.

On  August  first,  the  Infant  Welfare  Society  of  Chicago  having  withdrawn 
its  nurses  from  the  station  they  had  maintained  at  the  Central  Free  Dispensary 
since  1921,  it  was  decided  that  the  School,  in  cooperation  with  Rush  Medical 
College,  maintain  this  work.  The  assistant  head  nurse  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment and  two  student  nurses  spend  three  afternoons  weekly  in  the  Infant 
Clinic,  an  added  responsibility  for  the  School  which,  however,  makes  an  ac- 
ceptable complement  to  the  somewhat  limited  pediatric  service  of  the  hospital. 
Volunteer  assistance  is  being  given  by  members  of  the  school  committee  of 
the  Woman's  Board  each  clinic  afternoon  and  this  interest  and  help  are  of 
much  value  to  the  new  undertaking. 

Also  in  August  a  second  gradcate  nurse  was  added  to  the  Hospital  Ex- 
amining Rooms,  the  prenatal  clinics  becoming  too  large  for  one  graduate  and 
one  student  nurse  to  handle.  The  continued  growth  of  the  obstetrical  de- 
partment has  drawn  heavily  upon  the  nursing  staff,  to  that  service  there  being 
assigned  ten  graduate  and  twenty  student  nurses  to  take  care  of,  for  twenty- 
four  hours,  two  delivery  rooms,  three  nurseries,  forty-five  mothers  and  forty- 
five  or  more  babies,  distributed  on  two  detached  floors.  From  a  teaching 
point  of  view  this  enlarged  service  has  been  both  valuable  and  acceptable  and 
does  away  with  the  necessity  of  sending  our  students  elsewhere  for  this  ex- 
perience. 
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The  decision  of  your  Hoard  to  eliminate  a  spring  class  has  relieved  the 
complication  of  additional  numbers  in  the  Sprague  Home  and  has  allowed  the 
use  of  bedrooms  for  members  of  the  graduate  staff,  with  a  resultant  monthly 
saving.  While  it  has  been  a  gratification,  that  with  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  hospital  patients  a  corresponding  reduction  in  nursing  personnel 
has  been  possible,  the  necessity  for  that  reduction  is  regretted  as  good  nursing 
with  a  scarcity  of  nurses  is  always  difficult  and  now  more  so  on  account  of 
the  many  patients  requiring  floor  service  who,  formerly  employed  special 
nurses.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  use  the  utmost  economy  in  the  teaching 
staff  of  the  School,  with  a  doubling  up  of  duties  for  each  member.  As  Illi- 
nois, New  York,  and  other  states  have  certain  definite  conditions,  which 
schools  of  nursing  must  meet  before  their  graduates  be  allowed  to  register,  a 
careful  study  of  each  economic  measure  is  made  before  putting  it  into  effect. 
With  our  graduates  scattered  all  over  the  country  and  many  in  positions 
throughout  New  York  State,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  School  to  meet  require- 
ments of  these  states  would  work  hardships  on  them  and  react  unfavorably 
on  the  future  standing  of  the  School. 

The  recent  decision  that  Durand  Contagious  Hospital  be  closed  has  de- 
prived the  School  of  teaching  for  its  students  in  this  fundamental  branch  of 
nursing  and  has  lost  to  it  an  affiliation  which  has  been  in  every  way  most 
satisfactory. 

The  curriculum  of  the  School  has  been  maintained  and  is  as  usual  given 
in  the  annual  announcement:  the  records  of  accomplishment,  health,  and  other 
points  affecting  each  student  are  complete  and  on  file  in  the  school  office,  as 
also  up-to-date  information  regarding  many  of  our  graduates. 

The  various  funds  of  the  School  have  not  increased  much  this  year  and 
the  slow  progress  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  disappointing. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  School  and  Nursing  Committee  composed 
of  representation  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Woman's  Board,  the 
Medical  staff,  the  Alumnae,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  the  Director 
of  the  School  and  her  Assistant,  created  in  January  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing about  a  better  understanding  on  all  nursing  problems,  has  held  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  has  made  a  promising  beginning  for  greater  co- 
operation. 

This  year,  as  in  former  years,  we  are  under  obligation  to  many  and  wish 
to  express  our  best  thanks  to  all  who  have  shown  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  School:  to  Mrs.  Ernest  A.  Hamill  who,  once  more,  most  generously  pro- 
vided for  the  Christmas  festivities  at  the  Sprague  Home:  to  the  Woman's 
Board  for  the  customary  appropriation  for  staff  education,  for  student  loans 
and  scholarships  and  other  kindnesses:  to  the  School  Committee  of  the 
Woman's  Board  for  assisting  in  the  Nurses'  Neighborhood  Children's  party, 
for  the  tea  to  the  in-coming  fall  class,  for  an  ever  willingness  to  help.  We 
thank  Dr.  George  F.  Dick  for  unfailing  interest  and  care  of  our  sick  students, 
Dr.  Edwin  Miller  and  others  of  the  Medical  Staff  who  have  assisted  in  their 
health  welfare:  those  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital  and  of  the  Central 
Free  Dispensary  who  have  taught  in  the  class  room  or  at  the  bedside.
